The ride of Marcus Whitiman wus

dark ravines, traveled only by savage
men, It was a plunge through lcy rlv-
ors and across trackloss prairies, o
rlide of 4,000 miles across n continont
In the dend of winter to save A mighty
territory to the Unlon,

Compared with this what was the
feat of Paul Revere, who rode elght
een miles on a cenlm night In Aprll to
arouse a handful of sleeplng patriots
and thereby save the powder at Con.
cord?

Whitman's ride saved three stars to
the Ameriean flag. It was tunde In
1842,

In 1702, during the frst administra-
tion of Washlugton, Captaln Robert
Gray, who had already carrled the
Amerlean fiag around the globe, dls-
covered the mouth of the Columbia
river, Ho salled several mlles up the
great stream aod landed and took pos
weasfon In the name of the Unlted
Btates,

I 1805, under JefMerson's ndminlstra.
tlon, this vast territory was explored
by Captalns Lowls and Clark, whose
roports were popular readiog for our
grandfathers, but the extont and valoe
of this distant posseaslon were vep)
slightly understood, and no attempt a!
colopization was made save the estab
lishment of the fur trading statlon of
Astorin In 1811,

Sirungely enough, England, too,
elnlmed this sume territory by virtue
of rights ceded to It by Russin and
also by the Vancouver surveys of 1702
The Hudwon's Bay compuny establish
ed a pumber of trading posts and filled
the country with adventupous fur trad-
em. Bo hiere was n vast territory, as
large as New BEogland and the state of
Indinna combined, which seomed to be
without any positive ownershlp. But
for Marcus Whitman It would have
been lost to the Unlon.

It was in 1538 that Dr, Whitman and
a man of the nume of Spaulding, with
thelr young wives, the first white wo-
men that ever crossed the Rocky
mountaing, entered the valley of the
Columbla and founded a misslon of
the American bonrd, They had been
sont out to Christlanize the Indiaos,
but Whitman was also to bnlld a state,

He was at this time thifty-five years
old, In his Journeys to and fro for
the mission be soon saw Lhe vast pos-
sibilities of the country, and he saw,
too, that the Euglish were already ap-
prised of this and were rapldly pour-
ing Into the territory. Under the terms
of the trenties of 1818 and 1828 It' was
the taclt bellef that whichever natlon-
ality -settled and organized the splen-
Ai) territory would bold it 1f Eng-
land and the English fur traders had
been successful ln thelr plans, the
three great statos of Washington, Ore.
gon and Idaho would now constitule a
part of British Columbla, But it was
not destined to be,

In the fall of 1842 It looked na If
there would be a great Inpourlng of
English into the territory, and Dr,
Whitman took the alarm, There was
no tlme to lose. The avthorities at
Washington must be warned, Hastlly
bldding his wife adleu, Dr. Whitman
atarted on his hazardous journey., The
perlla, hardships and delays he en-
countersd on the way we can but
faintly concelve. Ells feot were frozen,
be pearly starved, and once be came
very near to losing his life. He kept
pushing right on, and at the end of
five terrible months he reached Waeh-
ington.

He arrived there a worn, bearded,
strangely plcturesque figure, clad en-
tirely In buckskin and fur, a typleal
man of the pralrles. He asked audi-
ence of President Tyler and Secretary
"of State Webster, and It was accorded
him, Al elad as he was, with his
frozen llmbs, just In from his 4,000
mile ride, Whitman appeared before
the two great men to plead for Ore-
gon,

His atatoment was a revelation to
the adminlsteation, Previous to Whit-
man's visit It was the general ldea In
coungress that Oregon was a barren,
worthless country, fit only for wild
beasts and wild men, He opened the
eyed of the government to the limit-
legs wealth and splendld resources of
that western territory, He told them
of Its great rivers and fertlle valleys,
its mountains coversd with forests
and Iits mines filled with preclous
trensures. He showed them that It
was a4 country worth keeplng and
that 1t must not fall into the hands of
the Hoglish. He spoke a8 & man In-
spired, and his words weroe heeded,

What followed—the organization of
companies of emigrants, the rapld set-
tlement of the territory and the treaty
made with Great Britaln In 1846 by
which the forty-ninth parallel wos
made the boundary lne west of fhe
Rocky mountaing—are matters of his-
tory.

The foresight and the herolsm of
one man and his gallant ride had
naved three great stotes to the Une
